• A Wild Country. 

‘ ‘*The^untr>' In which this war be¬ 
tween the miners and the coal com¬ 
panies la taking place is as wild as any 
that lies out of doors. Cabin Oreek 
Junction la 18 miles east of Charleston 
and ^int Oeek Junction Is seven 
miles further east. On Cs.bln creek 
the railroad runs south along the bed 
of the creek 18 mils* to Kayford while 
on I*alnt creek the road eattends for 
S8 miles. These creeks are little 
streams, onSlnarlly, which sometimes 
reat^ the proportions of torrents, 
Vlowtng*klong the bases of the moun¬ 
tains. Tbe elevation of the oreek beds 
above .tide ranges from 800 to 1.000 
feet, ^blle the tops of the hills which 
rise abrup^y on both sides of each 
creek are firom l.OOO to 1,600 feet 
higher. The side'! of these hills are 
ao sieeb that only an tstperl'^nced 
mountaineer can clmth thefih yet bare 
nnd there near th^ creek beds the 
miners havs raised little patches of 
com am! vegetablss. ' 

*Tt Is estimated that before the 
strike begair there were approximate¬ 
ly lOgbfO men, vomen and children 
HViiig along Cabin or*«k and some¬ 
what more ' than half that number 
along Paint creek. A train runs up 
each creek In the momihg^and thore 
Is anhlher !n the aftemaan. and if 
you happen to miss the afternoon 
train out there Is no way cat except 
to walk, and walking, is Ttry 
cult Is'that ecuntry* ^ ^ 


Strike News Soppreesed. 

"For that reason little real news of 
tbe exact condition of afialrr has 
reached the outside world. Newspa¬ 
per men are decidedly unwelcome 
along the creeks: that Is. their pres¬ 
ence Is distasteful to the mine own¬ 
ers. Few strangers had been allowed 
to enter the creeks for a long time 
prior to the entry of the mlMtla last 
summer, without explaining their 
business to some man, and usually a 
man with a gun. Ordinarily a stran¬ 
ger would not' get beyond the Junc¬ 
tion of the main Un« and the branch 
iNiad. If the explanation of his 
neas did not happen to be sattsfe:,;tor)'. 
he was told to get out. If se de¬ 
murred or showed a dlspoaition to ar¬ 
gue he was frequently beaten up. If 
he got up the line, his chances of get¬ 
ting beaten up were largely Increased. 

One labor organizer told me that 
a couple of years ago be was pulled 
ett a train and kicked into Insenal- 
blllty by the mine guards and when 
he recover^ wxa made to "walk the 
creek" In water up to hla waist be¬ 
cause he had gpne up Cabin Creek to 
see what the labor condlUcna were. 

'These mine guards are an InsUtu- 
.tlon all along the creeks In tho non¬ 
union •csctlons of the state. ’Ihey are 
as a rule supplied by the Baldwln- 
Felts Detectivi^ agency of Roanokh 
and Bluefleld. II la said the total nom- 
bw In the mining regions of West Vlr- 
glni* reaches well up to 1.600. Ordi¬ 
narily they are recruited from 'the 
country towne of Virginia and West; 
Vlrg*nla, preferably the towns In the 
hill eoubtry. and frequently have been 
fhe * bad -men**. of . the towns from 
which they came. And these towns 
have produced soma pretty hard char¬ 
acters. The ruffian of the West Vir¬ 
ginia town would not Yske off his hat 


to the'desperado of the wildest town 
of the wildest west. 

Guards Are Murderous. I 

'These Baldwto guards who are cn- 
fsged' by the mining companies to do 
their ‘rough work' take the place of 
the Pinkertons who formerly were 
used for such work by the coal com- 
panlea Since the Homestead strike 
in the steel mills years ago when ti'e 
Fhnkertons fired Into the strlkeni and 
killed a number of them, this class of 
business has gradually drlfCed away 
from the Plnkertcns and much 0 “ it 
has been acquired by the Bald\,ln- 
Felts agency. 

"in explanation of the employment 
of. these guurdn. the operators say 
that their property must be guarded, 
that the state does not give them sulfi- 
clenl protection. Men tvho do service 
as mine guards esnnot be expected to 
be ‘ladylike.' They deal with desper¬ 
ate chameters and are constantly In 
peril. The guards act on the principle 
that they must strike first If they are 
to scyikc ut all. and evidence shows 
that they have not the slightest hesi¬ 
tancy about striking first. The oper¬ 
ators also say that It Is necessary* to 
require explanations of strangers In 
order to keep out labor agitators and 
to prevent the miners from being an¬ 
noyed and threatened by them. 

"No class of men on earth are more 
cordially bated by the miners' than 
these same mine guards who are en¬ 
gaged to ^protect* them from annoy- 
snoa by outsliiers. Before the stats 
troops-went into the region and took 
their rifles sway from them, the mine 
guards went about everywhere, gun In 
hand, searching trains, halting strang¬ 
ers, ejecting ondeslrablee, turning 
mlntm out of thett bouees and doing 
wbaterer 'rough work* the ooropanlea 
felt they needed to have done. Stories 
of tbelr bnstaUty are told on every 
hand sJong the creeka Borne are un-i 
quesUoubly exaggerated, but the 
truth, of- meny can be proved and ha% 
been proved. 

Deny Strikers* Bights. 

"Because the West VlrgUilA mining 


villages are nearly all on private prop- 
erly, tho operators owning the high¬ 
ways as well os the houses of tbs 
miners, (hey can control their going 
and coming and determixo who may 
or may no! visit them and talk wHh 
them. It is Idle to say that the men 
can come and go as they please, us 
the oporators claim. ’lach Individual 
among lh<yn has the right to no from 
his homo to tho mine and back again 
and to travel on tho county road, 
which Is merely an excuso f<»r a high¬ 
way. But he hiis not the right to 
from his own home to that of a foJ 
low workman nor has hla wife and 
children. When they do so. It In hy 
the sufferance of the mine owner, un¬ 
less they go by the county roHfl and 
then half the houses aunn«>t be 
reached. It Is idle to say that hif. 
power Is not exercised by the oprr- 
ators. It ia 1 have seen It •*xerclb**(l. 
and this very fact conta.ns a seriouH 
menace to the country. I talked tt 
over one day with Qov. Glissroik in 
tho early days of the trouble 

"'Mow can It be remedied *" he 
asked. Tho whole situation bristk‘8 
With A'^roblems like this. In thU can4- 
>*00 are up against a .nan’s const It u- 
tlonal lignt to control hla property as 
he sees fit and • 3 keep trespassers 
off It* 

"Such a situation offers a serlouH 
problem In government. Take Cabin 
Creek aJsne, W’lth its branches to Kny- 
ford aad Decota. There are more than 
80 square nvlles of territory in which 
live ordlaarlly about 12.0(i0 persons 
In aU that te^tory there is scarcely 
a pteee In which a man may go with¬ 
out beteg under surveillance, and ex¬ 
cept at the little Tr'e’ or incorporated 
town of Siikdale. hardly a house Into 
whictl a friend may be Invited for s 
drink of water except by the grace of 
the eoal companlea
